SCHOOL REPORT. 


Fellow Citizens of Weare :— 

Doubtless some remarks will be expected in regard to the 
condition of our Schools, and suggestions as to what is most 
needed for their improvement. 

We find by looking over the reports for past years, that 
your Committees have spoken of nearly the same faults, and 
suggested nearly the same reforms, from year to year; yet no 
improvement has been made, but on the contrary the evils 
spoken of have increased in magnitude, until some of our 
schools are nearly spoiled by them. Your Committee are 
therefore forced to the conclusion that preparing and print- 
ing such reports is useless labor and expense, that the peo- 
ple either do not read them, or reading are not sufficiently 
interested in the subject of education to give them the con- 
sideration they deserve. | 

But believing as we do that the best educated people are 
the most virtuous and happy, that the prosperity of our coun- 
try, and the prosperity of our free government depend large- 
ly upon the education of the children, who are the men and 
women of the future, that the people are well aware of these 
facts, but have so long been accustomed to the habit of mere- 
ly electing their Committees, and then leaving everything to 
them, that they do not realize their own individual responsi- 
bility, and that every one has a work to do, which no one 
can do for him, and only need to be reminded of it to insure 
their hearty co-operation and support, we have concluded to 
notice a few of what are in our opinion the greatest errors and 
most needed reforms, trusting that if we speak plainly it will 
not be taken as evidence of an important and fault-tinding 
spirit, but of an earnest desire for the improvement of our 
schools. 

The Schools in town for the past year have been fairly suc- 
cessful, and would compare favorably with those in adjoining 
towns; yet there is ample room for improvement, as every 
one familiar with them well knows. While such is the fact, 
we should never be satisfied, but use every effort for their 
improvement, striving to make them not only as good as any 
in the state, but the very best, never content until the best re- 
sults possible are attained. 
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About three thousand dollars are expended in town 
annually for the support of our schools. How is the 
money being expended? Are we getting the most for 
it possible? How many of us ever ask these questions. 
or visit our schools to see for ourselves? Very few of the 
teachers’ registers are to be relied. upon. This is not as it 
should be; every one who is interested in the education of 
the children, and all are or ought to be, should visit the school 
in their own district at least, once in each term, and oftener 
if possible, (especially parents and guardians,) stimulating 
and encouraging by their presence both teachers and pupils . 
to greater efforts, as all would be anxious to appear well be- 
fore their parents and friends. 

Much fault-finding would also be avoided, as these visits 
enable us to judge fairly between teacher and pupil, and 
not from hearing, or the erroneous statements of a child, hon- 
estly made perhaps, but incorrect from lack of mature judg- 
ment, or unconsciously colored by sympathy or prejudice. 
Even those who take little or no interest in the cause of ed- 
ucation have the same interest in our Schools that they have - 
in other monetary matters. Under our laws they are taxed for 
the support of our schools. Do they look after their inter- 
ests to ascertain for themselves how their money is being ap- 
plied, and what they are getting for it? Who of us would em- 
ploy fifteen hands on his farm for @ year or any part thereof, 
knowing nothing of their qualifications for the work, send 
them to the field without any instruction as to what to do, or 
how to do it, and never go near the farm, to see that our 
work was being done and they earning their wages, but trust- 
ing to hearsay for all knowledge of the amount and kind of 
labor being performed, or waiting until the end of the year, 
for the report of an agent whom we had employed to visit the 
farm for a few hours once in three or four months? What 
would be thought of the man who should attempt to farm in 
this manner? And yet this is just the way we are managing 
our Schools, and employing and looking after our teachers. 

Are our farms of greater value than our Schools? And the 
training of our horses and cattle of more importance than the 
education of our children? 

Many of the registers are black with absent and tardy 
marks,—this is an evil, and one of the most serious in our 
Schools, and is wholly the fault of parents and guardians, 
the teacher having no power nor authority to compel the at- 
tendance of ascholar. No child should be allowed to be ab- 
sent or tardy for any cause save sickness, as it not only is an 
injury to the absentee, but to the whole school. Education 
being like a chain forged link by link, if a single link is 
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left out or imperfect, the chain is broken or weak and of lit- 
tle or no value tothe owner; or more properly like the build- 
ing of a brick house, where each brick laid depends upon, 
and is supported by those below; so with education, each 
lesson depends upon and is made plain and easy by those 
that precede it, and cannot be thoroughly understood without. 

The custom of allowing children to leave the school a day 
er two before its close, is a serious and growing evil, as it 
not only makes it unpleasant for both teacher and remaining 
pupils, but removes one of the principal incentives to stu- 
diousness. The child who knows that his parents will allow 
him to be absent from school on examination day, will care 
little for his lessons, unless he happens to be one of the very 
tew who really love their book and school. 

New Geographies have been introduced during the year, 
and a change in Arithmetics is much needed. 

There is one other subject which your Committee would 
like to present for your consideration, but having some 
doubt as to the propriety of putting it in the report, content 
themselves with simply suggesting a change from the pres- 
ent system of district Committees to a town Committee, who 
shall employ all the teachers for the town, without giving the 
reasons why such a change would in their opinion be advan- 
tageous. | 

‘We have endeavored to dischar ge the duties devolving up- 
on us faithfully, and shall continue to be deeply interested in 
the cause of education, but have felt the lack of the support 
and co-operation of the people to be a serious drawback to 
the prosperity of our schools; and have therefore endeavored 
to be plain in our remarks,-—hoping that by so doing the peo- 
ple will be awakened to a sense of their individual responsi- 
bility, and anotzer year witness great Improvement in our 
schouls. .
